dwelling  units:  B  substantially  rehabilitated  housing dwelling  units: 

C  newly  constructed  housing dwelling  units:  the  total  amount  of  the 

foregoing  not  to  exceed  50  dwelling  units."  After  considerable  discus- 
sion an  amendment  was  offered  by  Robert  Harrington  and  seconded  by 
Leonard  Malenowski  to  delete  everything  after  the  word  "Elderly."  After 
considerable  discussion  Mortimer  Fisch  moved  the  Question,  seconded  by 
Richard  Pollak.  The  motion  to  move  the  question  carried  by  two-thirds 
majority.  The  amendment  was  duly  voted  and  carried. 

RESULT:  "Be  it  resolved  by  the  Town  of  Bethlehem,  that  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Housing  Commission  be  and  is  authorized  to  operate  in  the  Town  of 
Bethlehem,  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  that  said  New  Hampshire 
Housing  Commission  is  authorized  to  sponsor  a  project  for  the  Elderly." 
The  Article  as  amended  was  duly  voted  and  carried. 

Article  32.  (inserted  by  petition)  Motion  was  made  by  Robert  C.  Coute 
and  seconded  by  Bela  Sveda  "to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Cedar 
Drive,  Ridge  Road  and  Spruce  Road  in  the  Birchwood  Subdivision  as  pub- 
lic ways."  Bela  Sveda  offered  an  amendment  that  was  seconded  by  Vincent 
Nicolai  to  add  after  "Cedar  Drive,"  "60  feet  in  width,  400  feet  long"  after 
"Ridge  Road,"  "50  feet  in  width,  600  feet  long"  and  after  "Spruce 
Road,"  "60  feet  in  width,  300  feet  long."  After  considerable  discussion  the 
amendment  was  duly  voted  and  carried.  A  second  amendment  was  offered 
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by  Alistair  MacBain  and  seconded  by  Raymond  Little  to  add  "subject  to 
inspection  and  approval  by  the  Town  Road  Agent  and  Selectmen."  After 
some  discussion  the  amendment  was  duly  voted  and  carried. 

RESULT:  "To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Cedar  Drive,  60  feet  in 
width,  400  feet  long,  Ridge  Road,  50  feet  in  width,  600  feet  long  and 
Spruce  Road,  60  feet  in  width,  300  feet  long,  in  the  Birchwood  Subdivi- 
sion as  public  ways,  subject  to  inspection  and  approval  by  the  Town  Road 
Agent  and  Selectmen."  With  no  discussion  the  Article  as  amended  was 
duly  voted  and  carried. 

Article  33.  (inserted  by  petition)  Motion  was  made  by  Howard  N. 
Keach,  Jr.  and  seconded  by  Cornelius  Chase  that  "the  Reid  house  located 
on  Rt.  302  Bethlehem,  be  used  as  a  community  center  and  information 
center  for  the  town  of  Bethlehem."  After  some  discussion  an  amendment 
was  offered  by  Jeffrey  Spencer  and  seconded  by  Jennifer  Lambert  to  de- 
lete "information  center  for  the  town  of  Bethlehem"  and  add  "that  the 
town  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  allow  a  volunteer  committee  to  research 
costs  and  raise  funds  and  oversee  the  use  of  the  property."  After  consider- 
able discussion  it  was  moved  by  Malcolm  Stevenson  and  seconded  by  Carol 
Brooks  to  pass  over  and  postpone  the  Article  and  the  amendment  indefi- 
nitely. The  motion  to  pass  over  and  postpone  indefinitely  was  duly  voted 
and  carried. 

Article  34.  (inserted  by  petition)  Motion  was  made  by  Anthony 
Pepitone  and  seconded  by  Richard  Seagrave  "to  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  require  that  the  necessary  funds  be  appropriated  at  the  next  annual 
town  meeting  to  qualify  the  Bethlehem  ambulance  under  all  Federal  and 
State  requirements  for  ambulance  transportation,  or  to  purchase  a  new 
ambulance  which  meets  all  Federal  and  State  requirements  for  ambulance 
transportation."  After  considerable  discussion  which  revealed  our  ambu- 
lance had  been  inspected  recently  and  passed  with  "flying  colors"  the 
Article  was  duly  voted  and  failed. 

Article  35.  (inserted  by  petition)  Motion  was  made  by  Howard  N. 
Keach,  Jr.  and  seconded  by  Raymond  Little  that  "In  the  event  the  above 
article  is  not  passed,  then  to  direct  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into  a  contract 
with  an  ambulance  service  which  meets  all  Federal  and  State  requirements 
for  ambulance  transportation."  With  little  discussion  the  Article  was  duly 
voted  and  failed. 
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Article  36.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
this  meeting.  Anthony  Pepitone  made  a  motion  to  adopt  the  exemption 
provided  by  RSA  55:9-c  exempting  the  Town  Clerk  from  the  require- 
ments of  RSA  55:9-a  and  9-b  regarding  applications  to  the  Town  Clerk 
for  forwarding  to  the  Supervisors  of  the  Checklist.  Howard  N.  Keach,  Jr. 
seconded  the  motion.  With  no  discussion  the  motion  was  duly  voted  and 
carried. 

Anthony  Pepitone  moved  and  Howard  N.  Keach,  Jr.  seconded  the 
motion  "to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  apply  for,  to  accept,  and  to  expend  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  any  or  all 
grants  or  other  funds  which  may  now  or  hereafter  be  available  over  and 
above  the  appropriations  voted  by  this  meeting."  The  motion  was  duly 
voted  and  carried. 

Adele  Fisch  moved  and  Mortimer  Fisch  seconded  that  no  smoking  be 
allowed  at  any  public  meeting  in  the  Town  Building.  The  motion  was  duly 
voted  and  failed. 

It  was  moved  by  Howard  N.  Keach,  Jr.  and  seconded  by  Robert  C. 
Coute  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned.  The  motion  was  duly  voted  and 
carried.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  1 2:27  A.M.

The 
children's  room  is  a  delight  and  we  appreciate  these  gifts. 

The  children's  story  hour  was  well  attended  last  spring  but  the  program 
dropped  this  fall  since  we  were  unable  to  find  anyone  to  take  charge.  Sum- 
mer movies  were  shown  each  Tuesday  evening  during  July  and  August. 

Two  book  sales  took  place  during  the  summer  when  we  offered  dis- 
carded and  donated  books  we  were  unable  to  use  for  sale.  The  money 
realized  from  the  sales  was  used  to  purchase  new  books. 

Karen  Brown  and  Ellen  Boucher  conducted  a  summer  story  program 
for  the  younger  children  each  Wednesday  for  seven  weeks.  They  were  as- 
sisted by  Stephine  Blandin,  our  very  able  summer  assistant.  Mrs.  Evelyn 
Kline  was  back  with  us  this  summer  giving  several  hours  of  her  time  each 
week  helping  in  the  library. 

Ruth  Miller  is  doing  a  great  job  writing  our  new  book  reviews  for  the 
Courier-she  has  a  real  talent  along  this  line  and  tells  you  just  enough  of 
the  story  to  whet  your  appetite! 

In  December  approximately  250  children  and  adults  visited  our  doll 
house  display.  Mrs.  Robert  Schafer,  Miss  Tammy  Tibbetts  and  Miss  Kelly 
McCabe  loaned  us  their  beautiful  doll  houses  for  a  day  and  from  9:30  a.m. 
until  4:30  p.m.  the  library  was  a  busy  place  with  interested  viewers  coming 
in  to  enjoy  these  lovely  miniature  homes. 

Memorial  books  were  given  in  memory  of  Philip  Lyster  and  Gertrude 
Harrigan.  The  Littleton  Savings  Bank  gave  us  a  very  nice  donation  which 
was  used  to  enlarge  our  reference  collection. 
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The  library  had  copies  of  the  bicentennial  parade  film  and  the  children's 
parade  film  made  so  that  there  would  be  a  second  copy  in  the  town  for 
future  citizens  to  be  able  to  share  our  1974  celebrations. 

Your  librarian  attended  two  book  fairs,  the  two  day  State  Library  con- 
vention held  in  North  Conway  in  May  and  completed  her  final  library 
technique  course  at  Plymouth  State  College  in  December. 

The  bookmobile  made  four  visits  to  the  library  with  Harry  Paquette  and 
John  Wright  handling  4,143  volumes  that  we  might  enjoy  the  extra  good 
reading.  Our  thanks  to  these  two  men  who  visit  us  regardless  of  the  ele- 
ments they  must  face  in  carrying  all  these  books  in  and  out  of  our  library. 

Mr.  Mortimer  Fisch  traveled  many  miles  around  our  state  attending 
meetings  on  our  behalf  as  our  delegate.  His  name  has  become  well-known 
as  he  fights  for  the  benefits  needed  in  all  our  small  libraries  in  the  North 
Country. 

In  closing,  once  again  I  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Trustees  for 
their  time  and  interest  in  the  library.  The  town  is  fortunate  to  have  these 
people  serving  on  the  board.
